During the period of 6 to 10 December a large number of freight cars were made 
available for Jueterbog-Altes Lager. Three trains with a total of 1L3 cars 
were dispatched from Jueterbog-Altes Lager to Welzow on 6,7, ana 8 December. 

A number of trains arrived at Welzow on the night of 8 December. Welzow 
airfield was observed to be heavily occupied. 

1116 occupation of Welzow airfield has been expected for some 

time. It is believed that the bomber regiment which was moved from Cottbus 
to Jueterbog-Altes Lager in late July has now been transferred to Welzow 
airfield. This assumption has not yet been confirmed. 
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
